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A DEATH OF DRF;AMS 
It is a condition of life in our times that 
a man can no longer gaze up to the moon 
without hav ing the thought, somewhere in 
the back of his mind: Soon a man will stand 
there and look up to the earth. 
It is a condition of life in our times that 
a man cannot look down upon a city from 
an aircraft at night without hav ing his 
thoughts tinged by the great dread: On 
such a night as this, a bomb may fall and 
snuff out this light-bejeweled creation in a 
single catacly smic moment. 
It is, too, most terribly a condition of 
our times that the one thing may interv ene 
and prev ent the other. When the cities die, 
and with them all but the dimming recol­ 
lection of cultured society , the prospect of 
flight to the moon and stars will v anish into 
the mists of the distant future. 
Perhaps the dream would not then be 
lost, though for a long time it would be 
more a mockery than a dream. And other 
dreams than the dream of v aulting into 
space might persist, too. Though huddled 
forlornly in a dev astated world, men surely 
would still dream of noble concepts—free­ 
dom in an orderly and just society , brother­ 
hood among all men, surcease from pain 
and want—that hav e long serv ed as bea­ 
cons. 
Such thoughts would be possible only in 
fra g men ts o f 
time snatched from the bitter 
struggle for surv iv al. Dreams, too, would 
be crippled by nuclear war. Like civ iliza­ 
tion itself, dreams might be so crippled 
that they would sicken and die. It is this, 
the poflsifrla,,death of both civ ilization and 
the great civ ilizing dreams, that must be 
held in mind as one ponders what sacrifices 
ought to be made for the preserv ation of 
world peace.

LIZ FLYNN WRITES A LETTER 
Elizab eth Gu rley Flynn may not recall me b u t 
when she was a very you ng girl, in her early tw en­ 
ties, I knew her fairly well. Then she was an ex­ 
cited, enthu siastic you ng woman who went to 
Paterson, ftew Jersey, as many of u s did, for the 
silk w orkers. 
Silk was then a dying indu stry in this cou n­ 
try. It was the b eginning of new fab rics, not qu ite 
as devastating as rayon, nylon, orlon and the 
nu m erou s new tab rics which have altered indu s­ 
trial life throu ghou t the world. Bu t silk was hav­ 
ing a very hard tim e and b oth the employers and 
the w orkers were b eing pu shed to the wall. The 
Paterson strikes were taken over b y the I.W.W. 
and the leaders w ere Big Bill Haywood, Carlos 
Tresca and the you thfu l Elizab eth Gu rley Flynn. 
They w ere not Com m u nists; they were syndical­ 
ists, closer to anarchists than Socialists. However, 
Elizab eth Gu rley Flynn, in du e cou rse, b ecame 
a Commu nist and is now Chairm an of the Com­ 
mu nist P arty of the United States. 
She has ju st retu rned to the United States to 
b e arrested in accordance with a Su prem e Cou rt 
decision and she has w ritten a pitifu l letter to 
"Tile New York T im es” in which she describ es 
her plight; 
‘I wonder if you will entertain the same ad­ 
miring attitu de tow ard the w riter of this letter 
las to Molotov), who at the age of 71 is retu rn ­ 
ing to face my accu sers u nder tho M cCarran Act. 
The simple trillh is tha t I risk a life sentence 
since, the penalties u nder the M cCarran (Smith) 
Act are five years im prisonm ent and $10,000 fine 
for each day I refu se to register u nder the term s 
of a law that b rands me a foreign agent,” 
Tile reference to the Ru ssian who has re­ 
tu rned to tx1 sentenced for life is to Molotov and 
Elizab eth Gu rley Flynn compares herself to Molo­ 
tov who has for years served Soviet Ru ssia as 
M inister of Foreign Affairs and a short time as 
Prem ier, althou gh ou r lady has never served this 
cou ntry well or at all. She w rites; 
‘Some may b e facetiou s ab ou t my retu rning 
and su ggest that possib ly I shou ld have remained 
in the Soviet Union. Bu t it happens that I am an 
American. I love my native land and feel confi­ 
dent that there are millions of Americans who, 
w hatever their political views, are also horrified 
as su ch m onstrosities as the M cCarran A ct.” 
We u su ally assu m e that any cou rse we set 
u pon is right b ecau se we set u pon it. Elizab eth 
Gu rley Flynn was first arrested in Spokane, 
W ashington in 1909, in a free speech fight. She 
has consistently fou ght for Leftist cau ses. It was 
shocking to many lib ertarians when she joined 
the Commu nist P arty which is a totalitarian or­ 
ganization that ab hors lib erty and the rights of 
the individu al. However, that was her choice and 
she has b een consistent in following the Commu ­ 
nist line throu gh every twist and change. She 
adored and ab horred Stalin and was a minion of 
Earl Browder, u ntil he was throw n ou t of the 
Party. This is the desciplined life of a P arty mem­ 
b er, who emerges into a high position. 
Elizab eth Gu rley Flynn rejects the Congress 
I 
of the United States; she rejects the 
Su preme 
Cou rt of the United States; b u t she ob eys the 
au thority of the Commu nist P arty. She is no 
longer free to think for herself, to choose for 
herself. Hors is to ob ey. She tu rned on her God 
and her chu rch b u t she ob eys Khru shchev and 
her Party. She ob eys withou t the slightest devi­ 
ation from the P arty line. 
This is a sad pictu re of a once free spirit, of 
a hu m an b eing who once dared to 
assert herself 
and to take great risks. Those days are gone. They 
call her the Chairm an of the Commu nist P arty of 
the United Staes b u t she knows, as even Party 
m em b er knows, that she is not the top official of 
the P arty; that she is 
a front, to m ake speeches 
and W T ito articles, b u t the instru ctions come from 
Moscow, from the Kremlin. And those orders are 
always against the United States, are always de­ 
signed to damage the United States.

TRIBUTE TO HOSPITALS 
So much has been said in recent y ears 
about the rising eo^t of hospital care that 
it seems worthwhile to turn the coin and 
pay brief tribute where tribute is due. 
Though hospitalization is ex pensiv e, and 
though institutions do hav e their faults, 
the ty pical American hospital is a hav en 
of kindly , skilled, efficient care. The at­ 
mosphere that prev ails is not of dread and 
gloom, despite the presence of tragedy , but 
of hof>e and of friendly human concern. 
The significance of this can readily be 
understood if one considers the atmosphere 
in a ty pical hospital ev en as recently as two 
or three generations ago. Then it was com­ 
monly said, and with much justice, that one 
went to a hospital to die. If one did go, the 
chances were good that one would indeed 
die—of infection contracted there, like as 
not, rather than of the original disease. 
Hospitals then did what they could, but 
it was not much. Hospitals now do what 
they can, and that is a v ery great deal. 
This is a thing to remember the nex t time 
someone groans about the scandalous cost 
of hospitalization. 
One could argue per­ 
suasiv ely that the benefits are well worth 
the price.

Ev ery one knows that money 
cou nts for a great deal at this 
time of the y ear. Right here in 
Kingston back in colonial times, 
a 
nu mber of 
langu ages 
were 
sp oken and the money of those 
v ariou s 
cou ntries 
was 
u sed, 
w-hich was confu sing for trade, 
like doing bu siness in 
Du tch, 
English, German. The Indians on 
the other hand u sed bead work, 
made of shells, called wamp u m, 
and this too entered in the p ic­ 
tu re, 
It 
is said, 
the 
colonial 
Americans learned how to make 
wamp u m and then it began to 
lose v alu e and added to the con­ 
fu sion. 
Becau se they lacked m etal or 
p ap er money , barter sy stem was 
often u sed, besides wamp u m, as 
they had beav er skins, grain, 
salt, hides, p rodu ce and tobacco 
down in Virginia. 
It is said, the Chinese u sed 
p ap er money when Marco Polo 
v isited their cou ntry in the 13th 
centu ry . It is w ritten that Ku bla 
Kahn, as early as 127 3 A.D. is­ 
su ed notes p rinted on m u lberry 
p ap er. Each was stam p ed with 
the red seal of Ku bla, and signed 
by his treasu rers. In those day s 
cou nterfeiting was p u nished by 
the headsm an’s sword, so say s a 
U.S. Secret Serv ice booklet com­ 
p iled by U. E. Bau ghman, chief 
of 
the 
Treasu ry 
D ep artm ent 
which was giv en ou t at the cou n­ 
terfeit money ex hibit, recently 
held 
at 
the 
Rondou t 
Sav ings 
Bank, downtown, Kingston. 
The first coins to be m inted 
were handed to M artha W ash­ 
ington, by the first D irector of 
the 
Mint, 
Dav id 
Rittenhou se, 
which ceremony took p lace in 
17 9 2. The coins were half-dimes 
made from hou sehold silv er sent 
from Mou nt Vernon by President 
W ashington. 
These 
half-dimes 
were not p u t into circu lation. 
Perhap s some of those half­ 
dimes are collector’s item s to­ 
day , as the issu e was p resented 
to President W ashington by act 
of Congress and he in tu rn gav e 
them to his friends as sou v enirs. 
Continental cu rrency was p ap er 
cu rrency u sed by ou r p eop le ev en 
before the Declaration of Inde­ 
p endence was signed. 
T hat is 
where the ex p ression arose, “Not 
w-orth a Continental” as its v alu e 
became so small. 
Pau l Rev ere is know-n for his 
famou s ride, bu t he was also an 
artist, 
a 
silv ersm ith 
and 
the 
p lates for the first of this money 
were engrav ed in 17 7 5 by Re­ 
v ere. Pap er money also was u sed 
after the adop tion of the Consti­ 
tu tion in 17 8 9 . The p resent sy s­ 
tem of United States p ap er mon­ 
ey began w ith the Civ il War. 
Treasu ry notes were issu ed u n­ 
der the act of Ju ly 17 and Au g. 
5, 18 61. I thou ght it wou ld be in­ 
teresting to bring this ou t, as 
ev ery thing historical this y ear 
seems to bring ou t Civ il W ar 
facts in this 18 61-19 61 anniv er­ 
sary . 
I gu ess ev ery one knows that 
the p ortrait of W ashington ap ­ 
p ears on all one dollar bills. How 
many know that it is Jefferson’s 
p ortrait on the seldom now seen 
two dollar bill. Lincoln ap p ears 
on fiv e dollar bills.

The M anitowoc firm owes its

techniqu es. 
T heir trees are sold in a knock­ 
down condition. The bu yer m u st 
i assem ble the tre e at home. 
The wooden center stalk of the 
tree comes w ith its own tripod 
and is m erely erected in place in 
the home. T hen the alu m inu m 
bou ghs—nu m bering from 19 to 
several hu ndred, depending on 
the size of the tre e —are placed 
in holes drilled at variou s angles 
in the center stalk. 
The secret here is tha t all 
branches conveniently 
are the

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A DEATH OF DREAMS 
It is a condition of life in our times that 
a man can no longer gaze up to the moon 
without having the thought, somewhere in 
the back of his mind: Soon a man will stand 
there and look up to the earth. 
It is a condition of life in our times that 
a man cannot look down upon a city from 
an aircraft at night without having his 
thoughts tinged by the great dread: On 
such a night as this, a bomb may fall and 
snuff out this light-bejeweled creation in a 
single cataclysmic moment. 
It is, too, most terribly a condition of 
our times that the one thing may intervene 
and prevent the other. When the cities die, 
and with them all but the dimming recol­ 
lection of cultured society, the prospect of 
flight to the moon and stars will vanish into 
the mists of the distant future. 
Perhaps the dream would not then be 
lost, though for a long time it would be 
more a mockery than a dream. And other 
dreams than the dream of vaulting into 
space might persist, too. Though huddled 
forlornly in a devastated world, men surely 
would still dream of noble concepts—free­ 
dom in an orderly and just society, brother­ 
hood among all men, surcease from pain 
and want—that have long served as bea­ 
cons. 
Such thoughts would be possible only in 
fragments of time snatched from the bitter 
struggle for survival. Dreams, too, would 
be crippled by nuclear war. Like civiliza­ 
tion itself, dreams might be so crippled 
that they would sicken and die. It is this, 
the pQflsiljlfc death of both civilization and 
the great civilizing dreams, that must be 
held in mind as one ponders w hat sacrifices 
ought to be made for the preservation of 
world peace.

These Days’

LIZ FLYNN WRITES A LETTER 
Elizabeth Gurley Flynn may not recall me but 
when she was a very young girl, in her early twen­ 
ties. I knew her fairly well. Then she was an ex­ 
cited, enthusiastic young woman who went to 
Paterson, £ew Jersey, as many of us did, for the 
silk workers. 
Silk was then a dying industry in this coun­ 
try. It was the beginning of new fabrics, not quite 
as devastating as rayon, nylon, orlon and the 
numerous new tabrics which have altered indus­ 
trial life throughout the world. But silk was hav­ 
ing a very hard time and both the employers and 
the workers were being pushed to the wall. The 
Paterson strikes were taken over by the I W W. 
and the leaders were Big Bill Haywood, ('arles 
Tresca and the youthful Elizabeth Gurley Flynn. 
They were not Communists; they were syndical­ 
ists, closer to anarchists than Socialists. However. 
Elizabeth Gurley Flynn, in due course, became 
a Communist and is now Chairman of the Com­ 
munist Party of the United States. 
She has just returned to the United States to 
be arrested in accordance with a Supremo Court 
decision and she has written a pitiful letter to 
“The New York Times” in which she describes 
her plight: 
‘I wonder if you will entertain the same ad­ 
miring attitude toward the writer of this letter 
(as to Molotov), who at the age of 71 is return­ 
ing to face my accusers under the McCarran Act. 
The simple truth is that I risk a life sentence 
since, the penalties under the McCarran (Smith) 
Act are five years imprisonment and $10,000 fine 
for each day I refuse to register under the terms 
of a law- that brands me a foreign agent.” 
H ie reference to the Russian who has re­ 
turned to tx1 sentenced for life is to Molotov and 
Elizabeth Gurley Flynn compares herself to Molo­ 
tov who has for years served Soviet Russia as 
Minister of Foreign Affairs and a short time as 
Premier, although our lady has never served this 
country well or at all. She writes: 
‘Some may be facetious about my returning 
and suggest that possibly I should have remained 
in the Soviet Union. But it happens that I am an 
American. I love my native land and feel confi­ 
dent that there are millions of Americans who, 
whatever their political views, are also horrified 
as such monstrosities as the McCarran Act.” 
We usually assume that any course we set 
upon is right because we set upon it. Elizabeth 
Gurley Flynn was first arrested in Spokane, 
Washington in 1909, in a free speech fight. She 
has consistently fought for Leftist causes. It was 
shocking to many libertarians when she joined 
the Communist Party which is a totalitarian or­ 
ganization that abhors liberty and the rights of 
the individual. However, that was her choice and 
she has been consistent in following the Commu­ 
nist line through every twist and change. She 
adored and abhorred Stalin and was a minion of 
Earl Browder, until he was thrown out of the 
Party. This is the desciplincd life of a Party mem­ 
ber. who emerges into a high position. 
Elizabeth Gurley Flynn rejects the Congress 
of the United States; she rejects the Supreme 
Court of the United States; 
but 
she obeys the 
authority of the Communist Party. She is no 
longer free to think for herself, to choose for 
herself. I furs is to obey. She turned on her God 
and her church but she obeys Khrushchev and 
her Party. She obeys without the 
slightest 
devi­ 
ation from the Party line. 
This is a sad picture of a once free spirit, of 
a human being who once dared to assert herself 
and to take gn at risks. Those days are gone. They 
call her the Chairman of the Communist Party of 
the United Stars but she knows, as every Party 
member knows, that she is not the top official of 
the Part> ; that she is a front, to make speeches 
and w rite articles, but the instructions comr from 
Moscow, from the Kremlin. And those orders are 
always against the United States, are always de­ 
signed to damage the United States.

TRIBUTE TO HOSPITALS 
So much has been said in recent years 
about the rising coit of hospital care that 
it seems worthwhile to turn the coin and 
pay brief tribute where tribute is due. 
Though hospitalization is expensive, and 
though institutions do have their faults, 
the typical American hospital is a haven 
of kindly, skilled, efficient care. The at­ 
mosphere that prevails is not of dread and 
gloom, despite the presence of tragedy, but 
of hope and of friendly human concern. 
The significance of this can readily be 
understood if one considers the atmosphere 
in a typical hospital even as recently as two 
or three generations ago. Then it was com­ 
monly said, and with much justice, that one 
went to a hospital to die. If one did go, the 
chances were good that one would indeed 
die—of infection contracted there, like as 
not, rather than of the original disease. 
Hospitals then did what they could, but 
it was not much. Hospitals now do what 
they can, and that is a very great deal. 
This is a thing to remember the next time 
someone groans about the scandalous cost 
of hospitalization. One could argue per­ 
suasively that the benefits are well worth 
the price.

It “beat down upon him.” he writes, “cutting 
into very little pieces his trust, his whole notion 
of the world, his conviction that everyone must 
love him more than themselves as though it were 
a law’ of nature.” 
You see, It U not a law of nature that your 
brother and sister should love you more than 
themselves. It is not natural law that they should 
want you to enjoy a mahogany highboy that they 
eannot enjoy. They will not show you the special 
favor that your motlier showed you. If you want 
the mahogany highboy, you are going to have to 
fight very hard to get It. 
I don't think getting it is nearly as important 
as you think it is. 
It's much more important, I 
think, that you try to recover from dismay at 
the fact that you no longer hold a favored posi­ 
tion in your family. 
Parents who show us consistent preference 
over other children do not love us. you know. 
They give us a false notion of the world, creating 
expectations of special privilege that make ac­ 
ceptance of ordinary privilege seem outrageous.

The first animal they saw 
was a furry gray squirrel 
scampering up a tree.

That is one way, but he 
also grows a heavier fur in 
winter. He uses his long 
bushy tail to keep warm too.

The woodpeckers usually 
have a favorite tree to hide 
in when a snowstorm strikes.

“Look how mussed up some 
of their feathers look,” ex­ 
claimed Richard. 
This mussed-up look — as

* weather to keep warm. The 
feathers feel just like a warm 
fluffy blanket, tats of other 
birds do this too.

“ Where did he come from, 
out of the snow?” asked Paul, 
surprised. He searched the 
snowdrift and soon discov­ 
ered the hollowed out spot 
where the rabbit had slept.

This almost-warm hole is 
called a “ form,” : nd the rah 
bit may have several of them 


that he uses from time to 
time.

Foxes sometimes seek out 
these warm places too. Being 
out of the wind with the sun 
shining down on it, makes it 
a nice warm spot to snooze in. 
“ What made those tiny 
tracks?” asked Richard as the 
boys came across a field of 
corn. 
They were the tracks of 
field mice. They live under 
ground where 
there is a 
series of runways. On very 
cold days they stay there and 
eat from their store of food. 
On nice days they scamper 
over the snow. Sometimes 
they are searching for food. 
Other times they are out for 
a friendly chat with their 
mice neighbors. 
There are many other ways 
animals fight the cold in 
winter. The white color of 
the weasel and the rabbit 
helps to hold in the heat 
generated by their bodies. 
The deer and buffalo grow 
heavy shaggy winter coats.

Ontario's experts derided 
the best way to gather infor­ 
mation on moose movement 
was to tag the animals with 
metal tags, making further 
observations on them at a 
later date. Hunters must turn 
in tags, after shooting, to 
local wardens. 
Getting dose to a wild 
moose on the run isn t a sim­ 
ple rpatter. Elsewhere in Can­ 
ada scone persons pursued 
swimming moose in boats 
equipped with outboard 
motors, which is dangerous. 
to say the least. Others built 
corrals to capture and tag the 
animals. 
Cowboys on horses some 
times rounded up moose, but 
it was always a problem to get 
the moose to ‘hold still’ while 
a courageous person tagged 
the animal. 
The v ers atile helicopter 
simplified the chore. 
Cruising at 1.000 feet, 
pilots seek an area where 
moose feed. When spotted, 
the moose is chased into deep 
water where the animal can­ 
not touch the lake bottom 
with his hooves In this help­ 
less situation, the moose has 
only one defense: to swim for 
all he’s worth to the nearest 
shore. 
That's when the skillful 
pilot drops his helicopter on 
its pontoons into the lake 
some six feet behind the 
moose. The tag man hops out 
and straddles one of the pon 
loons while the pilot taxis up 
to the swimming animal from 
the rear, “ corralling” the 
moose between the two floats. 
With the head of the moose 
in reaching distance, the tag­ 
ger grabs the closest ear and 
quickly secures a numbered 
metal tag to it by means of 
special livestock pliers. 
On the average, only five 
minutes elapses between the 
moment the moose is spotted 
and the instant the tag is ap­ 


plied. The helicopter then 
takes off, and the moose takes 
off for the nea 
t shore suf­ 
fering only temporarily from 
a minor earache and a major 
loss of pride. 
Thus, through skillful team* 
work between pilot and tag­ 
ger, Ontario’s moose popula­ 
tion will be protected. The 
information gathered will as­ 
sure the herd s long life by 
giving information needed to 
properly manage the popula­ 
tion of the animals. 
If. for example, it is found 
that moose do not move far 
in the Ontario forests during 
their life, and that their 
movements are restricted, 
masses of hunters may exter­ 
minate local populations or— 
at very least—reduce their 
numbers. 
If, on the other hand, tho 
moose are constantly on tho 
move 
over 
large 
areas, 
heavier hunting in certain 
districts during open season 
would have little effect.

Do You Remember

Everyone knows that money 
I counts for a great deal at this 
time of the year. Right here in 
Kingston back in colonial times, 
a 
number of languages were 
spoken and the money of those 
various 
countries 
was 
used, 
which was confusing for trade, 
like doing business in Dutch, 
English, German. The Indians on 
the other hand used bead work, 
made of shells, called wampum, 
and this too entered in the pic­ 
ture. It is said, the colonial 
Americans learned how to make 
wampum and then it began to 
lose value and added to the con- 
fuaion. 
Because they lacked metal or 
paper money, barter system was 
often used, besides wampum, as 
they had beaver skins, grain, 
salt, hides, produce and tobacco 
down in Virginia. 
It is said, the Chinese used 
paper money when Marco Polo 
visited their country in the 13th 
century. It is written that Kubla 
Kahn, as early as 1273 A.D. is­ 
sued notes printed on mulberry 
paper. Each was stamped with 
the red seal of Kubla, and signed 
by his treasurers. In those days 
counterfeiting was punished by 
the headsman s sword, so says a 
U.S. Secret Service booklet com­ 
piled by U. E. Baughman, chief 
of 
the 
Treasury’ 
Department 
which was given out at the coun­ 
terfeit money exhibit, recently 
held at the Rondout 
Savings 
Bank, downtown, Kingston. 
The first coins to be minted 
were handed to Martha Wash­ 
ington, by the first Director of 
the 
Mint, 
David 
Rittenhouse, 
which ceremony took place in 
1792. The colas were half-dimes 
made from household silver sent 
from Mount Vernon by President 
Washington. 
These 
half-dimes 
were not put into circulation. 
Perhaps some of those half­ 
dimes are collector’s items to­ 
day, as the issue was presented 
to President Washington by act 
of Congress and he in turn gave 
them to his friends as souvenirs. 
Continental currency was paper 
currency used by our people even 
before the Declaration of Inde­ 
pendence was signed. 
That is 
where the expression arose. "Not 
worth a Continental” as its value 
became so small. 
Paul Revere is known for his 
famous ride, but he was also an 
artist, 
a 
silversmith 
and the 
(Nates for the first of this money 
were engraved in 1775 by Re­ 
vere. Paper money also was used 
after the adoption of the Consti­ 
tution in 1789. The present sys­ 
tem of United States paper mon­ 
ey- began with the Civil War. 
Treasury notes were issued un­ 
der the act of July 17 and Aug. 
5, 1861. I thought it would be in­ 
teresting to bring this out, as 
everything historical this year 
seems to bring out Civil War 
facts in this 1861-1961 anniver­ 
sary 
I guess everyone knows that 
the portrait of Washington ap­ 
pears on all one dollar bills. How 
many know that it is Jefferson's 
portrait on the seldom now seen 
two dollar bill. Lincoln appears 
on five dollar bills. Hamilton ap­ 
pears on ten dollar bills. How 
many folks know whose portrait 
is on the twenty dollar bill? It 
is Jackson. U. S. Grant is on the 
fifty dollar bills. Those who arc 
in the habit of seeing one hun­ 
dred dollar bills, no doubt are 
familiar 
with 
Franklin’s 
por­ 
trait. McKinley is on the five 
hundred dollar bill. Cleveland is 
on the one thousand dollar bill.
